Turcotte, manager, is one 
of the employees who came to 
Wilmington 10 years ago with 
the firm, He is a former High 
School teacher, having taught 
in Charlestown, N.H. He makes 
his home in Lynnfield. 
The firm has a very low turn- 
over in its employees, Mr. 
Trucotte said. 80% of the men 
who came to Wilmington with 
the firm are still employed 
here, About 100 employees are 
in the Wilmington plant, and 
about 25 in the Canadian one.

WINNER OF 5 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
FALLOUT SHELTERS II 


The suggestion, in this column last week, of 
an exemption on the first $500 in valuation of 
home fall-out shelters has been well received 
in some quarters, and has also been matched by 
@ proposal by Rep. Brad Morse that the exemp- 
tion be 50% of the total valuation. 

We think a $500 exemption would be conducive 
to the erection of more shelters, and that in 
our opinion is the important thing at the mo- 
ment. 

But the people of Wilmington have another 
serious problem, in a possible fall out of m 
clear material, and that problem is the Chil- 
dren in the Public Schools. 

Our public school children are mostly trans- 
ported by bus, eight buses making two or more 
trips eact.. If the day should ever arrive when 
it would be necessary to get all the children 
home because of the danger of nuclear attack it 
would be impossible to do so in fifteen minutes 
which would be maximum warning time, according 
to most experts. 

In other words perhaps half of the school 
children could be exposed to the attack, with- 
out shelter, even if there were sufficient or- 
der in automobile traffic to allow the first 
bus trips to be made. The chances are that the 
chaos would be so bad that the buses would ne- 
ver complete that first trip. 

It is a problem that is worrying some of our 
school officials. 

A possible solution is the use of the "crawl 
space" beneath some of the schools. The High 
School, the Wildwood, the Boutwell and the Glen 
Road, all have crawl space beneath them, gener- 
ally four or five feet high, with a fairly good
